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Another Russian Veto 


• The Soviet Union last week cast its 


102nd veto in the Security Council of the 
United Nations. Its avowed abandonment 
of terror and aggression as a means of 
settling disputes was as casually tossed 
aside for this veto as it has been in the 
past when expediency ruled otherwise. 
; This time the veto, also sustained by 


Czechoslovakia, 
meant that a resolution 


criticizing the Indonesian attack on the 
Malaysian Federation and appealing for 
negotiations was not passed by the Secur- 
ity Council. But the leaders of Malaysia 
nevertheless feel they gained something of 
a victory in the United Nations. The rep- 
resentatives of the Asian-African bloc, the 
Ivory Coast and Morocco, voted for the 
resolution. This would give some evidence 
that the bloc as such is not completely 
happy with Indonesia's Sukarno and the 
guerrilla war he is waging. For one thing 
he appears to be doing the Communists' 
work for them—and helping to set things 
up, for further Communist aggression. 


- Sukarno's theme is that Malaysia is 


really a British-sponsored federation es- 
tablished for the sole purpose of main- 
taining British colonialism in the area. He 


' claimed this when the federation was first 


established. When a United Nations team 
investigated charges that Malaysia wasn't 
backed by the people of the area, it found 
no grounds for the complaints and ruled 
that it was a self-determined 
federation. 


Sukarno immediately broke his promise to 
abide by the team's decision, insisted he 
would "crush Malaysia," and stepped up 
the guerrilla border attacks.

movement" which always, in Communist 
mouths, means a Communist-led revolu- 
tion. There is of course no threat at all to 
the Indonesians except that perhaps only 
by fomenting war can Sukarno keep under 
control the complaints against his hapless 
government and economy. 


There is cause for some alarm in the 


Russian's 
open 
backing 
of Indonesia. 


Whether this will amount to anything 
more than words remains to be seen. But 
the Soviet Union, while probably not en- 
thused about getting deeper into an area 
that might be difficult to hold for com- 
munism, also is competing not only with 
the free world but with the aggressive and 
perhaps less responsible leaders in Peking. 


At this stage, the Russian 
support 


would appear to be only of the moral and 
voluble variety. If they supply a great deal 
of arms to Sukarno, the fighting could get 
tougher. England would be faced with a 
situation somewhat similar to that of the 
United States in Viet Nam although we 
must concede that the British are some- 
what more experienced along these lines 
than is the United States.

French terrorist was at large in that city. 


This is the longest and most ambitious 


trip a French president has ever taken 


outside that country. And ior a man 73 
years old it is bound to be physically ex- 
hausting as well as personally risky. Why 
then does De Gaulle make the effort? 


Superficially De Gaulle is seeking com- 


mercial ties with Latin American nations. 
He talked to the Venezuelan president 
about increased French technical assist- 
ance. But more importantly, it is a dra- 
matic move to further France's image as a 
third force in world affairs. 
He wants 


Latin Americans to know that they have 
a third avenue of communication open to 
them in addition to relations with the 
United States or with the Commnist bloc. 
Latin America's 
potential use of that 


avenue is the real theme of his trip. 


Socialists Retain Power in Sweden 


* Despite earlier indications that 
the 


Socialist government of Sweden *might be 
in for some trouble in that country's first 
general election in four years, Premier 
Tage Erlander's Social Democrats not only 
retain control of the Swedish lower house 
of parliament but increased their share of 
the votes by over 10 per cent. The Com- 
munist party increased its seats from five 


to eight, while the Conservatives lost 11 
seats and now have only 28. 


Mr. Erlander conducted his campaign 


on promises of increasing prosperity and 
a shorter work week. 
Foreign 
policy 


played virtually no part in the campaign. 


All of which proves, no doubt, that 


once a socialist government becomes en- 
trenched, it is very difficult to move it out.

The rebels then proceeded

walk with them. Their faithful 
and z e a l o u s comradeship 
would almost between night 
and morning clear the path of 
progress and banish from all 
our lives the fear which al- 
ready darkens the sunlight to 
hundreds of millions of men." 
RUSE DID NOT WORK 


Senator Goldwater was try- 


ing to dispel the charge that 
he was a warmonger. He was 
trying to reassure the Ameri- 
can people that he would be a 
prudent and responsible lead- 
ei in the nuclear age.

Today, and for some years 


past, Churchill's dream has 
become our reality. America, 
no longer isolated, stands at 
the very center of the alliance 
against aggression. That pur- 
pose finds its best expression 
in NATO but it is also pres- 
ent in a most important way 
in the United Nations. 


Senator 
Goldwater 
could 


have quoted Churchill as a 
prophet and supporter of the 
present policy. It is a cheap 
little trick to quote Churchill 
as if he is on Senator Gold- 
water's side and wants to 
overturn that policy. 
Chur-, 


chill's words could be quoted 
by Mr. Truman or Mr. Eisen- 
hower or President Johnson. 
To all of them America's in- 
volvement in the peace of the 
world and in the destiny of 
the Atlantic alliance is a com- 
mitment of the national con- 
science, not a move in parti- 
san politics in an election cam- 
paign. Churchill's words sound 
a weird note on Senator Gold- 
water's lips. They have no 
business there, and even in an 
e l e c t i o n this profanation 
should not be repeated.

Maybe as many as 10 
per cent of the high school 
graduates then went to col- 
lege, a substantial proportion 
of them to private 
schools. 


College was then more direct- 
ly related to the financial abil- 
ity of the parent.

bing with the queen become 
embittered 
social 
climbers, 


begin to brood, and soon lose 
their milk productivity. 


These findings, strange as 


they seem, were concurred in 
by agriculturists from the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, who en- 
gaged in a pasture study on 
the subject of low production 
rates among farm animals. 


Oysters, perhaps, have no 


personality problems, because 
they have no personality. But 
as we go higher in the scale 
of living things, we are learn- 
ing that the other vertebrates 
also share to a limited extent 
in the perplexities and frus- 


trations of the rational animal 
called man. 


Cows cannot think, but they 


can feel. They have no self- 
consciousness, as we have; 
but. even lacking this insight, 
their milk supply dries up 
when things go wrong. Like- 
wise, I have no doubt that 
some of the bacon I've been 
served lately comes from pigs 
with unresolved Oedipal con- 
flicts. 


Horses have severe temper- 


amental 
problems 
of their 


own, as every rider and train- 
er knows. Dogs can become 
as neurotic as operatic tenors: 
I know of one who began soil- 
ing his owner's new carpet 
(and only the new carpet) 
when the arrival of a baby 
made it feel jealous and neg- 
lected. 


I even read recently of some 


tropical 
fish 
who 
became 


"seasick" when being trans- 
ported in a tank across the 
Atlantic. Now when a fish be- 
comes seasick, we know that 
not all is tranquil in the ani- 
mal kingdom. And let's not 
forget that recent news story 
of the male gorilla in the zoo 
who simply refused to mate 
with

female brought for 


him; sex deviation may not be 
purely a human phenomenon. 


The silliest attitude a'human 


being can take is to envy the 
lower forms of animal 
life 


who are thought to possess a 
specious "happiness." An oys- 
ter is barely alive; and to 
wish for this kind of "happi- 
ness" is really a concealed 
desire for death. It is only our 
ignorance of them that makes 
other animals seem blissful.
